A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 

*.  A properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  .Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Lock.  DaiO; 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any

A By-law  to  authorize  the  Expropriation  of  certain 
Ijaiuls  for  the  Buri)ose  of  niakini;:  Itoads  in  the 
Municipality  of  Burnahy. 

'Y^^IILRLA8,  under  subsection  (142)  of  section 

' 1 .nO  of  the  “ i\Iunicii)al  Clauses  Act,"  the 
Council  is  authorized  to  pass  by-laws  for  establish 
ing,  opening,  making,  preserving,  improving,  repair 
ing.  widening,  alt('ring,  diverting,  and  stopping  up 
loads,  streets.  s(iuares.  alle.vs,  lanes,  or  other  jniblic 
communications  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
municipality  or  the  jurisdiction  of  the  ('onncil, 
and  for  entering  upon,  exi)roi)riating,  breaking  up. 
taking,  or  using  any  real  i)ropert.y  in  any  way 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  said  purposes,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  real  property, 
subjecj:  to  the  restrictions  contained  in  sections  251 
and  252  of  the  said  Act: 

And  whereas  it  is  deemed  expedient  .and  neces- 
sary, in  the  interest  of  the  fMunicipallt.v  of  Burnaby, 
to  establish,  open,  and  make  certain  roads  and 
higliways  within  the  municipality,  and  to  widen 
and  extend  certain  roads  and  liighways  alreadj’ 
established  in  tlie  said  municipality  : 

ihe  iMunicipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  District  of  Burnaby  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  The  lands  mentioned  and  described  in  the 
Schedule  attached  hereto  are  hereby  established  and 
opened  as  roads  and  highways.
